An Act relating to and making appropriations to certain state
departments, agencies, funds, and certain other entities,
providing for regulatory authority, and other properly related
matters and providing an effective date.

BE IT ENACTED BY THE GENERAL ASSEMBLY OF THE STATE OF I0WA:
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Section 1. DEPARTMENT OF ADMINISTRATIVE SERVICES.

1. There is appropriated from the general fund of the
state to the department of administrative services for the
fiscal ¥ear beginning July 1, 2008, and ending June 30, 2009,
the following amounts, or so much thereof as Is necessary, to
be used for the purposes designated:

a. For salaries, support, maintenance, and miscellaneous
purposes, and for not more than the following full=time
equivalent positions:

Notwithstanding section 8.33, any excess funds appropriated
for utility costs in this lettered paragraph shall not revert
to the ?eneral fund of the state at the end of the fiscal year
but shall remain available for expenditure for the Purposes of
this lettered paragraph during the succeeding fTiscal year.

It is the intent of the general assembly that the
department shall reduce utility costs through energy
conservation practices. The goal of the general assembly is
to reduce energy use by 10 percent to save money, conserve
energy resources, and reduce pollution.

2. Members of the general_assembly serving as members of
the deferred compensation advisory board shall be entitled to
receive per diem and necessary travel and actual expenses
pursuant to section 2.10, subsection 5, while carrying out
their official duties as members of the board.

3. Any funds and premiums collected by the department for
workers® compensation shall be segregated into a separate
workers® compensation fund in the state treasury to be used
for payment of state employees™ workers® compensation claims
and administrative costs.

There is appropriated to the
department of administrative services for the fiscal year
beginning July 1, 2008, and ending June 30, 2009, from the
revoIV|n% funds designated in chapter 8A and from internal
service funds created by the department such amounts as the
department deems necessary for the operation of the department
consistent with the requirements of chapter 8A.

21 EXPLANATION

22 This bill relates to and appropriates moneys to various
23 state departments, agencies, and funds for the fiscal year



beginning July 1, 2008, and ending June 30, 2009. The
division makes approgriations to state departments and
agencies including the department of administrative services,
auditor of state, lowa ethics and campaign disclosure board,
department of commerce, offices of governor and lieutenant
governor, Terrace Hill quarters and drug control policy
office, department of human rights, department of inspections
and appeals, department of management, lowa public employees®
retirement system, secretary of state, treasurer of state, and
department of revenue. _The bill also appropriates funding for
the state"s membership in the national governors association.

The bill also provides that the utilities board has the
authority, for the fiscal years beginning July 1, 2007, and
July 1, 2008, to use the balance of any appropriations made to
the board at the end of each fiscal year for purposes of an
energy=efficient building project. The provision of _the bill
granting the utilities board this expenditure authority for
the fiscal year beginning July 1, 2007, takes effect upon
enactment.

The bill grovides that moneys appropriated to the
governor®s office of drug control policy for the fiscal year
beginning July 1, 2007, for supfort of multijurisdictional
drug enforcement programs, sha not be reduced by any federal
funding received and moneys appropriated but unexpended at the
close of the fiscal year shall not revert but shall remain
available until the close of the next fiscal year. This
provision takes effect upon enactment.
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
